The Mystery of His Disap- 
pearance Solved. 


He Went Insane from Overwork and 
Fled from Home, 


Faueying. in His Mania, That He Was 
Poverty-Stricken. 


He Writes to His Family That He Is at Work in 
a Shingle Mill—The Facts in a Sad 
Case—Still on His 
Trall. 


Since the night of September 15th, when 
N. G. Yocum, a wealthy young real-estate 
dealer residing at Pasadena, was last seen 
by his relatives and friends, nothing has 
been left undone by which his digappear- 
ance might be accounted for, and every ef- 
fort has been made to locate him and induce 
him to return to his sorrow-stricken family. 
The story of how he came to Los Angeles 
on the date mentioned, and missing the 
train telegraphed that he would return on 
the early morning train, is well known to 
the readers of Tue Tres, who are also 
aware that Mr. Yocum has not been seen 
since by any person acquainted with him. 
About three weeks ago a letter was received 
from him, but in mailing that letter the 
writer had been so careful to throw the re- 
cicipient off the track as regarded bis 
whereabouts, that the postmark was no in- 
dication whatever as tu his location.
